ABOLITION IN MISSOURI. 

A serious a flair occurred at the Catnp 
Ground, near Marion College on Sun- 
day ol last week; the circumstances 
which led to it, as near as we can learn, 
are brief!., these; A few days previous 
to the tragedy of which we shall present- 1 
ly speak, the people of Palmy ra had he- : 
come quite excited in consequence of 
the discovery of some abolition pantph 
lets that had been found in the pos- 
session of two young men by the names 
of Garret and Williams. A meeting 
had been held, a procession itad been 
formed and the obnoxious pamphlets! 
were publicly burned, and the young 
men were carried to the outskirts of the 
town, with the expectation that they! 
would be lynched. After several propo- 
sitions were made in regard to the imale 
of punishment, such as tar and feathers, 
whipping, &.C., it was at last determined, 
by the suggestion of a humane lawyer, 
lo let ihem go, on their promise to leave 
the Siato immediately. At a subsequent 
meeting held by the citizens, Mr. Mul- 
drow road a list of Resolutions which lie 
! had prepared, of a pacific character, and 
| they were adopted by the meeting. We 
[believe this was on Friday. On the fol- 
lowing Sunday, Mr. Muidrow attended 
a meeting at the Camp Ground, and of-j 
[ter the morning service, proposed to Dr. 
Nelson to have the same Resolutions 
read there. While they were discussing 
the propriety of reading them, Dr. Bos- 
ley, whose hostility to the abolitionists 
was well known, insisted that they 
should not lie read. An altercation took 
place between him and Muidrow, when 
Bosley struck at M. with his cane, which 
contained a sword. 'They closed, and in 
the scuttle, Bosley was stabbed, and bus 
since died of his wound. Muidrow made 
directly for his own house where he was 
pursued. He declared his willingness to 
gi\e himself up to the proper authorities 
provided they would guaranty his safe 
lodgment in the Palmyra jail, but said| 
he would defend himself lo the last rath- 
er than be left to the mercy of a Missou- 
ri mob. Assurance was given tbat he 
should be protected, and he accordingly 
gave himself up. By a paragraph which 
we have taken from Tuesday’s Republi- 
can, it will be seen that he has been re- 
moved to the jail in St. Charles, and 
that the excitement still continues.
